In thoso two films we find the epitome o° clas 
sic horror. We may well ask, why have the cla 
sies remained so popular? Forrest J Ackerman, 
aditer of FAMOUS. MONSTERS. OF FILM: 
LAND, 0 magazine devoted to screen horror, 
has this to say: “The 1990's was the Golden 
Age of horror. There were several masters of 
the genre born at ance." The filma were taken 
seriously then. AS s matter of fact, ebildren were 
genezally not allowed to see them. "The two films 
Were well made & entertaining, Morecver, there 
Was an euormous audience for this sype film, 
The Depression was 9 grim reality in 1981. Peo: 
ple wanted to escape from the real world. Horror 
films. provided chu greatest escape available, 
they were the farthest from reality. This, as well 
as the quality of the files, make these two clas: 
ses s0 well remembered, 

"The films set off what is known as the Golder 
Age of Horror. Suddenly horror films wore big 
money. Other studios began producing them, 
although Universal remained the king. 

Paramount revived RL Stevenson's DR. 
JEKYLL & MR. HYDE in 1931, The film wae 
Class-A, production—no expense spared —und 
It shows. ‘The sets are lavish, the seript Hiverate 
& intoresting. The special effeets involved in Jele 
fs ‘transtormation deserve special mention. 
‘Making a subtle use of different colored make-ups 
‘& color transparoncios, the charge is effsctod 
‘with no dissolves ur cuts, Tt is quite believable 
and shacks even the most skeptica, viewer. 

Universal, aftor FRANKENSTEIN, produced 
MURDERS INTHE RUE MORGUE. ‘The 
story, quite different from KA Poe's original, 
{ells of Dr. Miralde (Bela: Lugosi), disciple of 
Darwin, who tries prove mats lik Lo ape by 
injecting’ yorilla’s blood into kidnapped pros 
fttes: ‘The gorilla kills him in 'the end.
